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FROM THE BISHOP’S DESK

Those who were privileged to attend the 
luncheon given to His Holiness, Mar Eshai 
Shimun, Patriarch of the Church of the 
East, heard an illuminating talk by one of 
the most interesting leaders in contempor- 
ary Christendom. He is the 23rd political 
and ecclesiastical leader of the Assyrian 
Church in a unique family tradition, whose 
connection with the life and teaching of our 
Blessed Lord is significant, as their worship 
is in the tradition of the language used by 
the Master and His followers. It was moving to hear the story of 
the decimation of a great people through successive persecutions 
and to learn of the courage which still animates a remnant of 
about three hundred thousand members of what is generally 
known as the Nestorian Church. I recall meeting Mar Eshai 
Shimun a number of years ago and latterly at the Lambeth Con- 
ference where he participated in the great services in St. Paul’s 
Cathedral in London. Leaders of other Communions will sim- 
ilarly be invited to address the diocesan Commission on Ap- 
proaches to Unity in the months to come. 


The Synod met early in May at Trinity Cathedral, Phoenix, 
Arizona. I was proud of the attendance of the delegation from 
our Diocese and especially of the efficient services rendered by 
the Synodical secretary, Canon Guilbert. It was my pleasure and 
privilege to be entertained by Bishop and Mrs. Kinsolving in 
their lovely home adjoining the Cathedral and we were all deeply 
impressed with the delightful care planned for the guests of the 
District. Oftentimes one muses on the justifiability of the ex- 
pense of conducting Synods when they have no legislative 
function and the program is rather stereotyped. I suspect that 
the vindication of the outlay lies in the opportunity for fellow- 
ship and the development of a sense of solidarity among Church- 
men in the vast area from the Canadian to the Mexican borders, 
including the Coastal and Intermountain States. I invited the 
Synod of 1957 to meet at Grace Cathedral in San Francisco. 
The dates chosen are May 7 to 9, inclusive. I trust we can make 
this session distinctive and well-worth-while. 


The Service of Offerings this year provided a real thrill, 
inasmuch as the Cathedral was literally filled with young people 
and the offering was the largest in our history. We have reached 
the point where it is impossible to encourage adults to attend 
this service because of lack of room. I wish that many of you 
could have viewed from the Sanctuary a thousand to twelve 
hundred children in their colorful vestments with their crosses 
and banners. I always enjoy hearing them sing the great hymns 
of faith and triumph in our lovely Diocesan Church. Many of 
these children come from small missions or churches rather 
remote from the See City and they are often fascinated by the

Specially-Composed Cantata 


Gets Whitsunday Hearing 
William Bohn’s “A Whitsunday Can- 
tata” had its premiere at St. Mark’s 
Church in Berkeley on May 20. Appro- 
priately introduced on Whitsunday the 
Cantata was composed especially for the 
church’s choir . . . the first of three works 
to be commissioned by St. Mark’s Choir 
Association for performance this year. 


A member of St. Mark’s parish, Bohn 
is in the graduate school of the Univeristy 
of California. By special arrangement, he 
will submit his cantata to the university 
in place of a thesis, in partial fulfillment 
of requirements for a Master’s degree in 
music. 


Norman Mealy, choir director of St. 
Mark’s and instructor in Church music 
at Church Divinity School, conducted the 
performance of the work, whose score 
called for organ, trumpet, oboe, and tym- 
pani, in addition to the choir. Edgar 
Jones, baritone, and Shirley Eisley, so- 
prano, were the guest soloists, and Vincent 
Duckles, Ph.D., was the organist. 


The Whitsunday cantata was built upon 
a final chorale melody theme, showing 
the influence of the Baroque church can- 
tatas. The baritone soloist was given the 
dual function of “cantor”, narrating events 
of the Descent of the Holy Ghost from 
the biblical text, and of commentator. 

In the latter role, Jones sang two arias 
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and a duet with the soprano on texts 
from “Whit-Sunday”, a religious poem by 
Christopher Harvie, a seventeenth-century 
English poet. Choral sections of the work 
were also set to parts of the poem. 

Bohn said his cantata was consciously 
written within the limitations of a com- 
petent, but non-professional, parish choir. 
Because of this, he avoided using atonal 
harmonies popular with many contem- 
porary composers. 

The eminently singable work showed 
a careful fusion of words and music. 

Organ works by Ferrabosco, and choral 
works by Byrd, Dunstable, and Gabrieli, 
completed the concert. 

Special guests at the service were mem- 
bers of the Northern California Chapter 
of the American Guild of Organists.

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WHY PEOPLE ACT THE WAY THEY DO 


Adapted from an Article by the REV. ROBERT LEONARD MILLER 


(Originally published in Advance, official publication 
of the Diocese of Chicago. ) 

Why do people in a group act differently from the way they 
act as individuals? What influences a group to think and act the 
way it does? Why does one group act one way at the same 
time that another group, concerned with the same problem, 
acts in the opposite way? 

In May eleven clergy and two women Church workers of the 
Diocese of California spent two weeks in Asilomar trying to 
find the answers to these ques- 
tions. What did we do there and 
what did we learn? Each of us 
has been asked these questions 
over and over again. 

We who are members of the 
Department of Christian Educa- 
tion went in part to see and hear 
for ourselves the much-talked- 
about “new approach” which is 
the objective of the Department 
of Christian Education of the 
National Council under Dr. 
David Hunter’s capable leader- 
ship. We went with the hope of 
increasing our Own understand- 
ing of the philosophy of the Na- 
tional Department in order to 
make the work of our Diocesan 
Department more effective and 
useful. 

WE WERE CuRIOUS . . . 

We went because our curiosity had been aroused by those 
priests of the Diocese who had attended earlier laboratories 
held at Seabury-Western Seminary in 1953, Salt Lake City in 
1954, and C.D.S.P., in 1955. We went because we hoped to gain 
additional insights and helps toward the fulfillment of our voca- 
tions as parish priests and Church workers. 


On our arrival we were met by a group of men (including 
two priests of the Diocese who were on the staff—the Rev. 
Canon Charles M. Guilbert, chairman, and Dean Bartlett) in 
their shirt-sleeves who greeted us with great cordiality and took 
our baggage (rather extensive in the case of those who were 
later going on vacation) to the quarters assigned us. There we 
divested ourselves of our clerical garb and emerged in the “in- 
formal” clothes we were requested to wear during the whole 
conference. Informality was quite the rule of the whole labor- 
atory. I never realized before how much “security” is bound 
up in the clerical collar. Each of us wore a name tag with our 
first names in large letters inscribed upon it. It came as rather 
a shock at the end of the laboratory to discover how easily the 
first names of some of the Church’s most distinguished clergy 
came to our lips. 


The Asilomar Laboratory sessions took place on the beautiful 
grounds of Asilomar Conference Center, Pacific Grove. The 
Eucharist was celebrated daily and daily offices said in a chapel

set up in one of the spacious lounges. We lived in “long-houses”, 
each with a room-mate from another diocese. 

It is rather difficult to put into words exactly what we did at 
the laboratory. I can now quite well sympathize with the mem- 
bers of earlier “labs” who said to me, “I can’t describe this; it 
has to be experienced,” but who assured me I was going to 
experience “a wonderful post-seminary course on the vocation 
of priesthood”. 

On Tuesday morning the laboratory began in earnest. 
After breakfast we went to a 
seminar room where we sat 
around a table with a dozen or 
so others, two leaders from the 
laboratory staff, and one observer, 
also from the staff. After a few 
introductory remarks from the 
leader we were thrown on our 
own. No agenda was given, no 
directives, no nothing. 

WE FLOUNDERED ... 

It sounds silly as I write it, 
but there we were. And how we 
floundered! Some made speeches; 
some withdrew into their shells 
completely; some attempted to 
dominate; some welcomed these 
attempts, others were infuriated. 
This went on for two hours every 
morning for two weeks. 

Yet as we progressed we did 
feel a coherence and a unity 
which can only be described as the work of God the Holy Ghost. 
In two weeks we came to know and to cherish each other to 
a greater extent than if we had been old friends. We became 
concerned with and for each other to a surprising degree. Such 
must have been, of course to a far greater degree, the experience 
of the Apostles at Pentecost. 


These morning sessions, called “training groups” (which soon 
became shortened to “T Groups”), were for all of us the high 
point of the laboratory. Keen rivalry developed between each 
of the several groups and equally keen loyalty to one’s own 
group. On every side the words “our T group” were soon heard. 


After lunch we went on to another session known as the 
“theory session”, in which all the members of the laboratory met 
together. In these sessions we examined various subjects having 
to do with actions and reactions in group life such as: accept- 
ance and rejection in the group (terms incidentally which came 
to have an increased significance for all of us); the problems 
of “hidden agenda” on the part of those at meetings, of “dis- 
tortion”, and of “decision-making”. 

Late afternoon found us in still another group, known as 
the practice session, which numbered about a dozen, plus a 
leader from the staff. Here we tried to put to work some of the 
skills which had been presented to us at the theory sessions.

Honolulu Bishop 
Visits Formosa 

“We really had a wonderful visit from 
the Bishop (Bishop Harry S. Kennedy) ,” 
writes the Rev. Theodore T. Y. Yeh, mis- 
sionary on Formosa. “He arrived on Fri- 
day, March 9, by CAT in the afternoon. It 
was taining. The Bishop has brought a 
cold from Hong Kong. I borrowed a 
kerosene stove for him. This time he 
stayed in the new house on our property 
in Taipei. 

“Next noon, he spoke at the Rovary 
Club. In the evening, Dr. Chang-Chuan, 
Secretary-General, welcomed him with a 
royal dinner. Some General Convention 
slides were shown, which everyone en- 
joyed. 

“Sunday, March 11, was a big day for 
all of us. The Church was over-flowed 
with the congregation both Americans 
and Chinese. There was no standing room. 
Eighty-three were confirmed after Con- 
secration. The Bishop thinks it is the most 
beautiful church in Taiwan. Everybody 
says So. 

“On Monday, March 12, we had a visit 
with Generals Smythe and Bogart and 
Ambassador Rankin. This time transpor- 
tation, car and plane, were provided by 
the MAAG. We notarized a paper at the 
Embassy for Miss Hui-Chuin Ma, a girl 
going to St. Margaret’s House. 

“Then on Tuesday, March 14, Presi- 
dent and Madam Chiang Kai-Shek enter- 
tained the Bishop at tea at five o'clock. 
The couple were most cordial to us. He 
invited the Bishop to visit Quemoy. We 
talked for about three-quarters of an hour. 
The President and I conversed in Ningpo. 
That evening the Vestry presented the 
Key to the new Church and a gold cross 
to the Bishop for his help to the Church 
in Taiwan. Many other people gave him 


“On Wednesday morning, we left by 
MAAG plane for Kangshan. The Bishop 
was very pleased with the prefabricated 
building and residence in Kangshan. That 
evening, 21 were confirmed in Kaohsiung. 
We stayed in a MAAG hostel. 

“On. Thursday, March 15, we looked 
over the possible sites of the future church 
of Kaohsiung. At present, we are wor- 


shipping in a rented house. 

“On Friday evening, we went down to 
Pingtung were we had a confirmation 
service for the crippled and blind. Eighty- 
one were confirmed. 

“Four blind members sang Psalm 23 
beautifully. One Taiwanese doctor and 
his Japanese wife were confirmed. They 
fed us with a Taiwanese feast. After con- 
firmation we drove to Tainan and stayed 
with Col. and Mrs. Scarborough. 

“On Saturday, March 17, the President 
sent his plane to Tainan for Quemoy, but 
we could not get in because of the fog. 
The trip was postponed to the next day. 

“On Sunday, the Bishop consecrated the 
new church in Kangshan. Seventy-four 
were confirmed. This brings to a total 
of 264 confirmed in Taiwan in this visit. 
After service immediately, the President's 
special plane took us off for Quemoy. We 
arrived an hour later in the battle front. 
We could see the China coast visibly from 
the island. China Mainland was only three 
miles away. We were entertained by the 
Commanders there. The Bishop prayed at 
the “Punch Bowl” and offered prayers for 
Free China. He highly praised the morale 
of the Chinese soldiers. Next day, there 
was a big press cover. 

“We then returned by the same plane 
to Taipei. The Bishop felt much at home 
in our own Taipei property.” 


Provincial Laymen 
Conferences Held 

In a series of weekend conferences be- 
tween April 27 and May 25, hundreds of 
Episcopal laymen the country over took 
new stock of their role as Churchmen, in 
what they do and why they do it. 

The conferences were arranged by the 
Presiding Bishop’s Committee on Lay- 
men’s Work, which sent either its execu- 
tive director, the Rev. Howard V. Harper, 
or its associate director, the Rev. George 
W. R. MacCray, to lead the Laymen’s 
Training Course for diocesan delegates 
gathered at conference centers in eight 
provincial groups. 

The training program is in its second 
year under the direction of the Presiding 
Bishop's Committee. It grew out of a 
single annual conference at Seabury House 
first held nine years ago, at which about 


30 laymen gathered under the leadership 
of the National Department of Promotion 
for instruction in Every-Member-Canvass 
techniques and the Church’s program. 


By contrast, the conference of last year 
and this are designed to lead laymen into 
their own examination of duties, methods, 
and intentions. The central aim is ex- 
pressed this way by the Committee: “To 
help each man order his lay-ministry upon 
the deepest Christian motivations.” 

In i955 there were 280 laymen in all 
at the eight provinicial conferences, plus 
52 in attendance at meetings in the mis- 
sionary districts of Honolulu and the 
Virgin Islands. This year more than 300 
are expected, with two meetings in Alaska 
also scheduled. 

In agreeing to send delegates, the 
bishops have undertaken to sponsor the 
follow-up diocesan conferences. The Pre- 
siding Bishop’s Committee explains the 
course as concerned with “all the laymen’s 
responsibilities in the Church. The pur- 
pose is to show the men the basic religious 
principles on which their work rests, and 
to enable them to work out for themselves 
examples of lay action consistent with 
these principles.” 

The Eighth-Province meeting was held 
at El Rancho del Obispo from May 25 to 
May 27, under the leadership of the Rev. 
George MacCray. The Diocese was repre- 
sented by the diocesan chairman, Stanley 
Cumberpatch; the vice-chairman, David 
R. Root; and the regional chairmen, John 
Fenn, John S. Lewis, S. A. Jossis, and T. W. 
Southworth. The Rev. John P. Ashey II, 
vicar of El Cerrito, acted as chaplain for 
the session. 


So Much From 
So Few 

Arizona's effort to achieve diocesan 
status had reached 60% of its goal by 
May 1. The objective is $500,000—of 
which $150,000 is for expansion and the 
balance for endowment of the episcopate. 

The May issue of Arizona Church 
Record reported a pledged total, as of 
publication date, of $350,000. Bishop 
Arthur B. Kinsolving, 2nd, commented 
in the same issue that this amount was 
pledged by less than 10% of the family 
units in the District. 
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New Schools Included 


In Re-Survey 


Two new parish day-schools, scheduled 
to open next Fall, will be included in the 
re-survey of all the parish day-schools of 
the Diocese of Los Angeles now underway 
by the Diocesan Department of Parish 
Day-Schools. 

The new survey is being undertaken 
in preparation for recertification of all 
schools this Summer, the Rev. William 
Scott Chalmers, chairman of the Depart- 
ment, said. 

The two new schools planned for Fall 
Opening are St. Paul’s Cathedral Choir 
School for boys, which will hold sessions 
at All Saints’ church, Los Angeles, and 
St. Timothy's day-school, Compton. 

These schools will be included in the 
new Day-School Guide which will be 
issued by the Department this Summer. 
They bring to 12 the number of parish 
day-schools which will be operating in the 
Diocese next Fall. 


Oregon Convention Adopts 
Increased College Budget 

The 68th annual convention of the Dio- 
cese of Oregon adopted a record-breaking 
budget of $48,837.50 for administrative 
expenses and $120,326 for missionary pur- 
poses for 1957. 

The missionary budget was $4,000 in 
excess of the proposed budget placed be- 
fore the convention by the Rev. Lansing 
E. Kempton, rector, Trinity, Portland, and 
chairman of the finance committee. 

When the missionary budget was be- 
fore the house for debate, the Rev. David 
W. Gordon, rector, St. Martin’s, Lebanon, 
and chairman of the diocesan committee 
on college work, moved that the item for 
college work be increased from $3,300 to 
$7,300, the proposed increase to be used 
to establish a full-time college chaplain 
in the Portland area. 

The Rev. Mr. Gordon in his report to 
convention had compiled statistics that 
showed that the Lutheran churches were 
spending $18,000 in Corvallis and Eugene, 
and the Presbyterian churches $35,000, 
in contrast to the Episcopal Church which 
spent $3,000 in Corvallis, Eugene, and 
Portland. 

In the statistical report it was shown 
that the Diocese of Oregon spends 16 
cents per communicant per year on college 
work, whereas the Diocese of Olympia 
spends 80 cents and the Diocese of Los 
Angeles 44 cents. (The Diocese-of-Calif- 
ornia figure was 9c per communicant. ) 


After considerable debate, the conven- 
tion referred the $3,000 item back to the 
finance committee, which reported favor- 
ably. The amended missionary budget was 
then adopted. 


Evangelism in 


Eastern Oregon 

That good old word, “evangelism”, is 
being spelled out around the District 
of Eastern Oregon. Thirty-four persons 
(mostly adults) were baptized Easter 
week at St. Michael’s, Alturas. 


Seventeen were in attendance at the 
first meeting of the inquirers class at St. 
Patrick’s mission, Enterprise, recently. 


Sixty persons were out for their first 
Easter Service at Enterprise.

Sets up Missionary Reserve 


Plans for the creation of a Missionary 
Reserve have been announced by the Na- 
tional Council’s Overseas Department. 
Under this new plan of missionary re- 
cruitment, applications will be received 
and processed with an eye toward the 
long-term personnel requirements of the 
Overseas Department, rather than in the 
light of definitely anticipated vacancies. 


Appointments will be made to the 
Reserve, rather than to a specific mission 
field. Applicants, after a full screening and 
approval by the Appointments Commit- 
tee, will have ‘“missionary-in-waiting” 
status, and until assigned to a field by the 
Director of the Overseas Department will 
remain in employment elsewhere. In some 
cases, however, applicants will be placed 
on the payroll of the Overseas Department 
and will be given further training, in 
specific preparation for anticipated work. 


In its initial stages, the Missionary Re- 
serve will not be large. Although it will 
include all categories of overseas mission- 
aries, applications are especially desired 
at present from 1) experienced clergy 
competent to serve on the faculties of 
seminaries; 2) experienced businessmen 
competent to serve as treasurers and ad- 
ministrators of missionary districts; and 
3) experienced nurses qualified to serve 
as instructors in nurses’ training schools. 
The Overseas Department is prepared to 


_ provide further training, if necessary, to 


one or two promising applicants from 
each of these three categories. 


Two Churches 
Merge Members 

Two congregations in suburban May- 
wood, Ill.—one white, the other Negro, 
are merging. The churches involved are 
the Church of the Holy Communion and 
the Church of St. Simon the Cyrenian. 


The Rev. Kenneth Curry, rector of the 
Negro church, stated the action was taken 
“for the good of the Church. We felt it 
would be more sensible for the two con- 
gregations to worship together at the same 
church,” he said. 


News of the Episcopal Church 
Official Visit 
To South India 


The official delegation to visit the 
Church of South India, appointed by the 
Presiding Bishop upon nomination by the 
Joint Commission on Ecumenical Rela- 
tions, will leave the middle of August 
and return the last of September, 1956. 
The delegation includes: The Rt. Rev. 
Norman S. Binsted, chairman; The Rt. 
Rev. Arthur C. Lichtenberger, vice-chair- 
man; the Rev. Gardner M. Day; the Rev. 
John V. Butler; and Mr. Clifford P. More- 
house, secretary. 


The purpose of the delegation is two- 
fold. First, to act as ambassadors of good 
will from the Episcopal Church, in order 
to show our interest and concern over 
the inauguration of the Church of South 
India; and, secondly, to explore as thor- 
oughly as possible the work and witness 
of the Church of South India after its 
eight years of organic union. 

The delegation plans to visit the Bishop 
of Bombay and the Metropolitan of Cal- 
cutta in order to learn as much as possible 
of the work of the Church of India, 
Pakistan, Burma, and Ceylon. 

The delegation will complete its tour 
in Manila as guests of the chairman, 
Bishop Binsted, and remain for a week 
writing their reports. The official report 
of the delegation will be presented to the 
Joint Commission on Ecumenical Rela- 
tions at their meeting, January 23-25, 
1957, as directed by resolution of General 
Convention. The four delegates from the 
United States will be available for a few 
addresses during the Fall and Winter, 
according to the Speakers’ Bureau, 281 
Fourth Avenue, New York, who will ar- 
range their speaking engagements. 


National Council Hears 
Report on Asia 

In the past decade, the Episcopal 
Church’s financial assistance for its mis- 
sionary work in Asia has totaled $16,473,- 
991. Today, 110 American men and 
women (including wives of missionaries ) 
are serving the Church’s missions in this 
area. 

These facts were disclosed in a report

on the part played by the Episcopal 
Church in the Christian missionary enter- 
prises carried on in Asia from the end 
of World War II through 1955. The 
report was delivered to the National 
Council of the Episcopal Church at its 
two-day Spring meeting at Seabury House, 
Greenwich, Connecticut, which ended 
April 26, 1956. The Rt. Rev. Horace W. 
B. Donegan, Bishop of New York and 
chairman of the National Council's Over- 
seas Department, made the report, which 
covered the Episcopal Church’s mission- 
ary work in Japan, the Philippines, the 
Near East, Southern and Southeast Asia, 
and China. 

In speaking of China, where the Epis- 
copal Church’s missionary work ceased in 
1951 (with the departure of the last 
American Episcopal missionary), Bishop 
Donegan emphatically stated, “The Church 
in China is not dead; it is very much alive, 
more alive perhaps than ever before.” 
Today, he observed, “the Church in China 
(Chung Hua Sheng Kung Hui)with 14 
dioceses and an able and courageous band 
of Chinese bishops, priests, and laymen, 
is ministering to a great body of faithful 
people.” 

The report stressed the importance of 
Japan and the Philippines in the Church’s 
over-all missionary enterprise. In closing, 
the Bishop said: “Our money has been 
spent as wisely and as well as conscien- 
tious Christian people knew how to use 
it. That mistakes have been made we can 
be sure, but we can be equally confident 
that our gifts, made during these past ten 
years, have made a tremendous contribu- 
tion towards the strengthening and exten- 
sion of the Church’s mission in Asia, and 
that is all that matters . .. Upon the Christ, 
who is our Captain and our King, rests 
responsibility for the success or failure of 
this effort. Our task and our joy is to 
labor with all the faith, hope, charity, 
and zeal, at our command, knowing that 
in His own good time and way He will 
grant the victory.” 


VISITORS ADDRESS COUNCIL 
In addition to the reports of all Depart- 
ments and Divisions, the Council heard a 
brief, informal report by the Presiding 
Bishop on his recent visit to Russia as 
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one of the nine-man deputation of U.S. 
Church leaders. They also heard the Ven. 
Geoffrey T. Sambell, Archdeacon of the 
Anglican Diocese of Melbourne, speak on 
the three months he has spent in survey- 
ing the American Church’s urban work, 
under the sponsorship of the Division 
of Urban-Industrial Church Work. 

Dr. Masatoshi Matsushita, one of 
Japan’s foremost educators and president 
of St. Paul’s University, Tokyo, spoke on 
the present and future status of the Uni- 
versity, founded by the Episcopal Church 
and affiliated with the Church in Japan 
(Nippon Seikokwai). Today, the student 
population is more than 6,000 and the 
University has three colleges: Arts, Eco- 
nomics (Business), and Science. Dr. 
Matsushita spoke of his hopes to add a 
School of Law and a College of Medicine 
to the University. He said that, in view 
of the atomic age, Japan must produce 
good nuclear scientists and hoped that the 
University would receive an experimental 
atomic reactor. The idea of presenting a 
reactor to the University has been under 
consideration by the Joint Commission on 
the Peaceful Uses of Atomic Energy of 
the General Convention. 

HAIL AND FAREWELL 

The Rev. Philip T. Zabriskie, newly- 
appointed executive secretary of the Div- 
ision of College Work; the Rev. Herbert 
E. P. Pressey, newly-appointed assistant 
executive secretary of the Armed Forces 
Division; and Mr. Marvin C. Josephson, 
newly-appointed an assistant treasurer, 
were introduced to the National Council. 
The Presiding Bishop called the Council's 
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attention to the fact that assistant-treasurer 
James E. Whitney is retiring on June 30, 
1956, after twenty-six years of service. 
On behalf of the Council members, Mr. 
Whitney was presented with a silver bowl, 
suitably inscribed, as an appreciation of 
his long and effective service as an officer. 

The Council adopted a resolution to 
have a picture of the Presiding Bishop 
painted and hung in Seabury House and 
a committee consisting of Bishop Done- 
gan, Dr. Barnes, and Mr. H. M. Addinsell, 
was appointed to arrange the painting of 
the portrait. 

Highlights of other business conducted 
at the Spring meeting included: 


OVERSEAS 

Appropriations of sums to build mis- 
sionary dwellings in Cordova, Alaska, and 
in Managua, Nicaragua. Approval of the 
sale of St. Timothy's Hospital in Cape 
Mount, Liberia, to the Liberian Govern- 
ment. Appropriation of a sum to purchase 
land in Ponce, Puerto Rico. And, in con- 
sideration of a similar sum to be raised 
from local sources, the appropriation of 
funds to build a new St. Stephen’s Chinese 
High School in Manila, P. I. 


HOME DEPARTMENT 

The National Council resolved that a 
letter, signed by the Presiding Bishop and 
the Rev. William G. Wright, director 
of the Home Department, be sent to the 
Missionary Districts of North Texas, 
Arizona, and San Joaquin, congratulating 
them on the fine steps taken to insure 
diocesan status in the near future. 

Sums were allocated for the construc- 
tion of new churches, buildings, and resi- 
dences, in the Missionary District of 
Eastern Oregon, the Diocese of Sacra- 
mento, the Missionary District of San 
Joaquin, and the Diocese of Chicago. 

The Council resolved, on recommenda- 
tion of the Bi-Racial Committee on Negro 
Work, that the dioceses of the Church be 
encouraged to create inter-racial commit- 
tees to consider problems of human re- 
lations on the community, congregational, 
and diocesan levels. 

The Council approved a statement by 
the Division of Christian Citizenship, urg- 
ing Episcopalians to register, to inform 
themselves of the issues at stake, and to 
exercise the ballot during the coming 
national elections. 


ALLOCATION OF OFFERINGS 
The proportion of the Church School 
Missionary Offering for 1957 to be given 
to the Division of Domestic Missions was 
designated for “Chapels on Wheels” and 


for the Church’s Mission to Negroes. 

Significant portions of the Church 
School Missionary Offering for 1958 were 
allocated for advance work in the Mis- 
sionary District of Salina and to the 
Church in Japan for its kindergarten 
work. 

The Birthday Thank Offering for 1957- 

58 was allocated to the Bishop of New 

Mexico and Southwest Texas toward 

building a chapel at San Juan Mission 

and Hospital in Farmington, N. M. 
PROMOTION 

The Speakers Bureau was made a Div- 
ision of the Department of Promotion, 
replacing the Division of Missionary In- 
formation and Stewardship. The Presid- 
ing Bishop was authorized to make any 
appointment deemed necessary before the 
next Council meeting in October to fill 
the post of executive secretary of the 
Bureau. 

APPOINTMENTS, RESIGNATIONS, AND 

PERSONNEL CHANGES 

New missionaries were appointed to 
Alaska, Brazil, Central America, Honolulu, 
the Panama Canal Zone, the Philippines, 
and Puerto Rico. The Rev. Donald C. 
Means was appointed to serve as a mem- 
ber of the staff of the Anglican Bishop of 
Hong Kong. 

On the recommendation of the Wind- 
ham House Board, supported by a resolu- 
tion from the National Executive Board 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary, the Presiding 
Bishop announced his appointment of 
Miss Olive Mae Mulica as the new di- 
rector of Windham House, New York 
City. 

Miss Emma Lou Benignus was trans- 
ferred from the post of assistant secretary 
in the Leadership Training Division to 
that of associate secretary in the Adult 
Division, Department of Christian Educa- 
tion. The Rev. Walton W. Davis was 
appointed an associate secretary of the 
Leadership Training Division. Miss Mary 
J. Pyburn was appointed to the post of 
associate secretary in the Division of Cur- 
riculum Development, and the Rev. 
George L. Peabody was appointed associ- 
ate secretary of Laboratories on the 
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Church and Group Life. 

The Rev. Charles Neville was appointed 
part-time Provincial Secretary for College 
Work in the Northwest section of Prov- 
ince VIII, and the Rev. William H. Baar, 
Ph D., was appointed part-time Provincial 
for College Work in Province 


"the resignation of Miss Anne Hunter 
as a College Worker at the University of 
Missouri and the resignation of the Rev. 
Norman E. Stockwell as part-time Pro- 
vincial Secretary for College Work in 
Province VIII were accepted.

GFS Is Active 
In UN Work 

The only Episcopal Church organiza- 
tion having direct consultative status at 
the United Nations is The Girls’ Friendly 
Society, appointed one of the 280 Non- 
Governmental Organizations in 19952. 
This was done in recognition of the GFS’s 
international affiliations, its continuing 
program emphasis for peace and world 
understanding, and its support of the 
United Nations.

ALL SAINTS’, San Francisco. The annual 
Mother-Daughter Tea, sponsored by St. 
Mary's Guild, was held Saturday, May 12, 
in the parish hall. Traditionaly held the 
Saturday before Mother’s Day, the tea 
is for all women and girls of the parish 
and their guests. The president, Mrs. 
William O. Miller, was in charge. 

St. MARy’s, Pacific Grove. Mrs. Fred- 
erick Neubauer spoke on her trip through 
the Orient at the May meeting of St. 
Anne’s Guild, discussing in particular the 
Protestant Church Schools for girls in 
Kyoto, Hong Kong, Bangkok; and St. 
Agnes’ in Kyoto, an Episcopal School with 
1500 students, which trains teachers. 


Once a week Mrs. Ellsworth G. Fer- 
teira, GFS representative at the U.N., 
attends a special briefing at which top 
authorities report to the N.G.O.’s, as they 
are known, on current activities and to 
answer questions. The Hon. Dag Ham- 
marskjold, Secretary-General of the United 
Nations, has said that the importance and 
influence of the N.G.O.’s in transmitting 
accurate information to its varied con- 
stituency and reporting back current 
thinking, is increasingly being recognized. 


Taft Is Leader 
At Conference 

Charles P. Taft, Mayor of Cincinnati, 
Ohio, and active Episcopal layman, was 
presiding officer at the third National 
Study Conference on the Church and 
Economic Life, which met in Pittsburgh, 
Pa., April 12-15. 

Delegates to the Conference, some four 
hundred leaders of industry, labor, agri- 
culture, and government, sat down with 
leaders of Churches to discuss the ethical 
implications of America’s present-day 
richness and prosperity. The issues dis- 
cussed included: how to maintain full 
employment, improve distribution of buy- 
ing power, spread equality of opportunity, 
aid underdeveloped countries, and cope 
with the dangers of automation. 


ALL SAINTS’, San Leandro. On Epiph- 
any, the rector, the Rev. Henry T. Praed, 
preached a sermon on the subject, “Prayer 
for Peace—Beginning with Myself”. This 
is the theme of the program of the 
Brotherhood of Saint Andrew, and dur- 
ing the service BSA covenants were dis- 
tributed to members of the congregation 
who wanted to make the pledge and 
daily prayers. 165 people signed these 
pledges which were offered at the Altar. 
Mr. Charles Eagan is the new director of 
All Saints’ BSA chapter. 
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Armenian Bishops 
Meet in Cairo 

Sixteen Armenian bishops and arch- 
bishops, under the presidency of Vazken 
I, the Catholicos of all the Armenians (in 
Etchmiadzin, Soviet Armenia), met in 
Cairo, Egypt, in March. 

The Catholicos gave a report of the 
general condition of the Holy See of 
Etchmiadzin, its Seminary, and the 
churches functioning within Soviet Ar- 
menia. His Holiness spoke about the re- 
ligious awakening among the people, 
which is, to quote his words, “beyond 
conception”. Some churches which were 
closed have been reopened. The main dif- 
ficulty in the operation of these churches 
is the lack of clergymen. Most churches 
and the Holy See itself are self-supporting 
through generous contributions of the 
faithful. 


The Assembly adopted the following 
measures: 

On the occasion of the 300th anni- 
versary of the printing of the Armenian 
Bible in Amsterdam, in 1666, it was de- 
cided to translate the Bible from clas- 
sical into modern Armenian. The work 
should be completed and printed before 
1966 by a committee of five members 
under the leadership of the Armenian 
Patriarch of Constantinople. 

It was agreed to transfer some clergy 
from the diaspora to Etchmiadzin and the 
Armenian dioceses in Soviet Russia to 
strengthen the Seminary of the Holy See 


_ and the churches. Those clergymen who 


volunteer to go to Soviet Armenia can 
stay there as long as they wish without 
changing citizenship. The Catholicos has 
already arranged that next Autumn Bishop 
Shnorkh Kaloustian, the Primate of Calif- 
ornia, should come to Etchmiadzin to be 
Dean of the Seminary. 

Concerning the relation of the Ar- 
menian Church with other Christian 
Churches, it was the unanimous wish of 
all the bishops that the Armenian Church 
should take part in the conferences of the 
World Council of Churches by sending 
representatives appointed by His Holli- 
ness the Catholicos. It was also decided 
to have a meeting with the leaders of the 
sister churches—Coptic, Ethiopian, and 


Syrian—preferably in Jerusalem, before 
1960. 


Two sessions were spent on fecent de- 
velopments within the Armenian Cathol- 
icate of Cilicia, in Antelias, Lebanon. The 
Assembly, after due consideration of the 
events leading to the patriarchal election 
of February 20, 1956, came to the unani- 
mous conclusion that the election was “de- 
fective and unacceptable” and thus had 
caused a split in the Armenian Commun- 
ity in Syria and Lebanon. 


In the closing session the supremacy 
of the Holy See of Etchmiadzin was 
stressed, as was the unity and solidarity of 
the Armenian Church throughout the 
world. 


His Holiness Vazken I was guest of 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, Dr. Geof- 
frey Fisher, at Lambeth Palace for a week 
as part of his apostolic tour to Armenian 
communities in the Middle East and 
Europe. At a reception given by the 
Nikaen Club at Lambeth Palace, Dr. 
Fisher, in a speech of welcome, said that 
the Armenian Church was in many ways 
unique among the Churches of Christen- 
dom—it was the first Church to be 
adopted as a national Church, when, at 
the beginning of the fourth century, the 
Kingdom of Armenia proclaimed Christi- 
anity as its official religion. 


Philippine Educators 
In Asian Conference 

Two members of the faculty of St. 
Andrew's Seminary in Manila recently 
participated in a conference of theological 
educators from the Southeast Asia area, 
held in Bangkok from February 21 to 
March 8. There were approximately sixty 
delegates from the Philippines, Borneo, 
Hong Kong, India, Ceylon, Japan, Korea, 
Burma, Indonesia, Pakistan, and Malaya, 
as well as representatives from England, 
America, and Geneva. Attending from 
St. Andrew’s were the Rev. Roland Foster, 
who is a full-time instructor, and the Rev. 
Albert Masferre, part-time instructor and 
chaplain at St. Luke’s Hospital. 


The purpose of the conference was to 
ascertain what kind of work is being done 
in non-Roman theological education in 
the Southeast-Asia area. It was revealed 


during the discussions that there is a great 
variety of training offered—tranging from 
Bible schools which train junior-high- 
school graduates for a few months, to 
seminaries which train college graduates 
for several years. 


Common problems of theological edu- 
cation were discussed. In many countries, 
non-Christian religions afte very strong. 
In Thailand, for example, there are many 
more Buddhist temples than Christian 
churches. The place occupied by the 
Virgin Mary in a frame at the front of 
Philippine busses is, in Thailand, occu- 
pied by an image of Buddha. In some 
countries Communism is the great enemy 
and competitor of the Churches. In all 
countries, the need for the relevance of 
theological education to its environment 


was stressed. 


Several interesting plans, proposals, and 
conclusions, grew out of the meetings. A 
graduate school of theology for the general 
area is in the planning stage. A proposal 
was made that a theological journal be 
published. The educators all agreed that 
general-liberal-arts courses were important 
in the preparation of men for Holy 
Orders. Finally, the necessity of certain 
non-academic elements in training for 
the clergy was emphasized by many: that 
is, mental prayer, ascetical discipline, and 
liturgical worship. 


Dean Kelley Named 
Sub-W arden 


At the April meeting of the Executive 
Committee of Seabury-Western Theolog- 
ical Seminary, the Very Rev. Alden Drew 
Kelley submitted his resignation as presi- 
dent and dean to become the Sub-Warden 
of St. Augustine’s College, Canterbury, 
England. 

St. Augustine’s is the Central College of 
the Anglican Communion with up to 50 
priests in residential study. It is a gradu- 
ate school granting a Diploma. The 
College is located on the site of the an- 
cient abbey church and monastery found- 
ed by St. Augustine about 600 A.D. In 
the 16th century the monastery was dis- 
solved and some of the buildings removed, 
those remaining becoming a royal resi- 
dence known to have been occupied by 
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Elizabeth 1, Charles 1, and Charles II. In 
1848 St. Augustine's Missionary College 
was established by Royal Charter, when 
some of the ancient buildings were re- 
stored and new ones added. During 
World War II the school was closed be- 
cause of extensive bomb damage. In 
1948 the Central College was established 
and rebuilt. 

The Sub-Warden is appointed by the 
Archbishops of Canterbury and York, and 
the Bishop of London. Dean Kelley will 
be the first to hold the post. 

St. Augustine’s will hold three two- 
week sessions this Summer, in July and 
August. The Rev. David R. Hunter, sec- 
retary of the Department of Christian 
Education, U.S.A., will lecture during the 
second session, and the Rev. Canon T. O. 
Wedel, warden of the College of Preachers 
in Washington, D.C., will deliver a series 
of lectures dealing with the Communica- 
tion of the Gospel during the third 
session. 

Anglican Priest 
Scores Apartheid 

Strong indications of a “growing moral 
revolt” by South Africa’s white intellectual 
leaders against their government's segre- 
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gation policies have been pointed out by 
an outspoken opponent of those policies, 
the Rev. Trevor Huddleston of the An- 
glican Community of the Resurtection. 

Father Huddleston, head of the Order's 
South African branch for the last twelve 
years, has just finished a five-week visit to 
the United States before taking up new 
duties in England as Master of Novices 
for the Community at its headquarters in 
Mirfield, Yorkshire. 

The Anglican priest said that intel- 
lectual leaders are “beginning to sense 
the complete isolation from the rest of 
Africa and from the whole world” that 
segregation is imposing upon the country. 
As an example of the concern among 
South African intellectuals, he cited a 
statement issued last Fall by thirteen facul- 
ty members of the University of Pretoria, 
denouncing the government’s segregation 
policies. He also mentioned the publica- 
tion in January, 1956, of a book by Dr. 
B. B. Keet, head of the Dutch Reformed 
Church's theological seminary at Stellen- 
bosch, near Capetown, which attacked the 
government's segregation policy as an “at- 
tempt to escape our Christian duty” and 
criticized the Dutch Reformed Church in 
South Africa for supporting it. 

“This book is one of the most sig- 
nificant developments in the fight against 
segregation, Father Huddleston said, “be- 
cause it comes from a respected spiritual 
leader of the Africanners: the people of 
Dutch descent who form the bulk of the 
white population and are holders of the 
political power in the government re- 
sponsible for segregation. 

“It is certain to have a most important 
effect.

Elizabeth Places 
Coventry Stone 

Queen Elizabeth II laid the cornerstone 
of the new $3,000,000 Coventry Cathedral 
which is to replace the ancient one de- 
stroyed by German bombers in the 1950 
blitz.

New Catacombs 
Discovered 

Fifty-five feet under the Via Latina, 
Rome, catacombs have been discovered 
which probably date back to the third 
century A.D. The walls are covered with 
about fifty paintings. They ate unique in 
variety of subject matter. The paintings 
are extremely well preserved. They deal 
with Adam and Eve being driven out 
of the Garden of Eden, the Sacrifice of 
Isaac, the Crossing of the Red Sea; and 
subjects from the New Testament, such as 
Jesus surrounded by the Twelve Disciples. 


Anglicans to Confer 
In Moscow 

The Archbishop of Canterbury has re- 
ceived a letter from the Metropolitan 
Nikolai of Krutitsky and Colomna con- 
firming the invitation, which was con- 
veyed by the Russian Orthodox members 
of the delegation which visited Britain 
last July, for an Anglican-Orthodox Theo- 
logical Conference to be held in Moscow 
next July. 

The delegates from the Church, who 
have been appointed by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, will arrive in Moscow on 
July 14. It has been proposed that they 
should take part in the celebration of the 
Feast of St. Sergius during the first week, 
as well as conducting their theological 
discussions. 

The subjects of discussion will be as 
follows: “Scripture, Tradition, Creeds, 
and Councils”; “The Fiéliogue Clause”; 
“The Nature of the Church (including 
the place of the Laity)”; “Problems con- 
cerning Anglican Formularies”; “Doctrine 
and its Formulation”; “The Sacraments, 
their Nature and Number”; “Problems 
concerning Practices of the Orthodox 
Churches”; and “Doctrine and Opinion”. 

The delegation will be led by the Arch- 
bishop of York, who will be accompanied 
by the Bishops of Oxford and Derby; the 
Rev. Owen Chadwick, of Selwyn College, 
Cambridge; the Rev. F. J. Taylor, of 
Wycliffe Hall, Oxford; the Rev. H. A. 
Williams, of Trinity College, Cambridge; 
and Canon H. M. Waddams, of the 
Church of England Council on Foreign 
Relations. The Rev. John Findlow will 
act as secretary and interpreter.

size and beauty of the interior of the Cathedral with its gorgeous 
stained glass windows and beautiful murals. I have dreamed 
of the possibility of the erection some day of a Children’s Chapel 
springing from the Nave of the Church when the new bays are 
completed. 

Bishop Shires and I conducted a Retreat-Conference for our 
seminary students who ate graduating this June or will enter the 
senior class in the Fall. The Bishop’s Ranch was an ideal spot 
for such a spiritual enterprise, as the group was small and the 
weather ideal. The Bishops reviewed for our prospective ordin- 
ands their relationships with the Bishops and the Diocese, em- 
phasizing especially the implications of loyalty at all levels, and 
the meaning of Diocesan fellowship and solidarity, when the 
spirit of the clergy is literally “all for each and each for all”. 
We Bishops were greatly helped by our worship together, and 
by the opportunity provided to know our men more intimately 
during the happy sessions of the conference. 

I was happy to visit-for the first time St. Bartholomew's 
Church in Livermore and the new mission of St. Dunstan in the 
Carmel Valley. In the former place our first buildings are 
complete and I think quite charming. It is significant that the 
local congregation did all the painting required by the contract, 
thus saving several thousand dollars in the total cost. In the 
Valley we worshipped in the Community Hall and School at 
Las Laureles. The deeds have finally been signed for the pur- 
chase of three acres of land, charmingly situated at Farm Center, 
one-half way between the entrance to the Valley and the place 
where we worshipped on Sunday, May 13th. 

Finally, I wish to say a word about the Convocations. The 
Bishop Suffragan and I attended the meeting of the new Con- 
vocation of San Luis Obispo held in Paso Robles on Monday, 
May 14th. The representation was large and the spirit most 
encouraging. I think we were well justified in following the 
Rev. Dr. Read’s suggestion that we establish this new convoca- 
tion. Moreover, its delegates were wise to elect him to be the 
first Dean. To vary the program and give it greater functional 
value, a workshop was undertaken in which the main subject 
of discussion was a survey of the missionary opportunities of 
the Convocation, with practical suggestions to be made to the 
Diocesan Council. Our eyes for sometime have been turned to 
the Shell Beach area, Cambria, Cayucos, and Chandon. It is 
good strategy to have preliminary surveys made by interested 
groups who live in the areas in question who can provide 
us with intimate and first-hand knowledge which is often un- 
available at headquarters. 

Similarly, an interesting session of the Convocation of Mon- 
terey was held at Santa Cruz. There Dean Bartlett gave an 
excellent address on the support of our work overseas. Another 
significant item in the meeting was the announced retirement 
next month of the Rev. Norman Snow who for 29 years has 
been rector of the host parish. A parting gift was made to the 
Rev. Mr. Snow by his many friends in the Convocation and 
gratitude was expressed for his long and devoted service to the 
local congregation. There are few men in the Church who can 
boast so consecutive a ministry. The Rev. Mr. Snow and his 
wife will continue their residence in a lovely home which they 
have built on a hill that commands a beautiful view of the city 
and surrounding country. The Convocation of Monterey also 
took action with regard to evangelistic opportunities in areas 


around Salinas, Carmel, Watsonville, and especially Santa Cruz. 
As in all of these areas there has been a significant increase in 
population with its corresponding opportunity. It may well be 
that at the end of a few years we shall need another advance fund 
to claim these localities for the Church of our allegiance. 


THE C.A.F. TODAY 


I have been giving the Convocations a brief report on the 
Centennial Advance Fund to date. We would like the whole 
Diocese to know just what the Fund has been able to accom- 
plish and where we stand at present. 

Let me say, first of all, that the great couiieiiien of the C.A.F. 
has been in the area of missionary activity, in meeting the 
Opportunity which the influx of nearly 6-million people into 
California has created. What has been accomplished in build- 
ing new missions would alone be worth every dollar subscribed 
to the Fund. In slightly more than the two years past we have 
been enabled to start 16 new missions. In addition to this we 
have been able to bring back to life or galvanize into new life 
16 other churches. In addition we have bought land in two 
other communities and expect to buy more in promising areas 
against the time in the near future when we can begin to prose- 
cute active work. 

How impossible this new work would have been, had it not 
been for the C.A.F., can be understood when we realize that in 
order to get land in the newly developed communities where so 
many of the people are now located, we must buy from 2 to 3 
acres at a cost ranging from $5,000 to $20,000. We must have 
this acreage to provide for off-street parking, otherwise we 
cannot get a use permit from the planning commissions. 

For this work in missionary activity we have actually paid out 
$256,265 as of the first of May. We have also made allocations 
of $71,595 which we have not as yet been able to pay because all 
the money has not as yet been paid in on the pledges of the 
churches. 

In another area we have paid out from the C.A.F., $60,000 
on our pledge of $90,000 for the National Church’s BUILDERS 
FOR CHRIST campaign. 

In the area of diocesan projects and agencies, we have paid 
out about $71,946 and have allocated $11,665 more to be paid 
when the money is available. This includes grants made to 
the Canterbury Foundations at Stanford and U.C., St. Dorothy's 
Rest, True Sunshine Mission, the Bishop's Ranch, and a mis- 
cellaneous item of promotion. 

Of the total amount of $679,744 pledged to the CAF., 
$463,644 has been paid in. Still to be paid by the end of 
December of this year is $216,100. We think it wise for each 
parish and mission to check up now on the amount of its pledge 
already paid and the amount still to be paid. By July of this 
year 80% of the parish pledge should be paid up in order to 
be on schedule. 

All of us are grateful to God for the C.A.F. and what it 
has made possible in the Church’s advance. Every dollar has 
been spent wisely and the Church is already immeasurably 
stronger for it. With this increment of strength we shall be 
better able to face the demands which the continually increas- 
ing population in California will lay on the planners of our 
missionary strategy.
